A one armed man, companion of 


Page, could not be found today by 
local detectives. 


Page is known ot have been in fre- 


quent consultation with several men, 
strangers to Omaha police, within the 
last three or four days.

He had a'list of hotels, cigar stores 


and soft drink parlors, most of which 


were listed as law violators in "square 
deal" letters recently sent to the city 
council. 


"Apparently the arrest of this man 


Page is one of the most important cap- 
tures we have made," said Police 
Commissioner Butter. "My first tip was 
that he was sent to Omaha to investi- 
gate 'vice conditions' ^o try to em- 
barass the police administration and 
make it appear that we are not try- 
ing to enforce the law." 


Butler said the coming of Page and 


his companions tp Omaha reminded 
him of the threat made when he was 
first made police commissioner that 
"thugs 
would be turned loose in 


Omaha.

"Let them cqme," said Butler. "We 


have done pretty* well rounding them 
up so far and I have no fear that the 
police will be able to cope with any 
thugs that can be sent here. At least 
we won't protect any of them.'

WANT TO GET INTO MOVIES, GIRLS? . 


NEW YORK, July 24.—The story 


; of a New York society man's alleged 
1 intrigues with wives of his 
friends 


{and of the subsequent wrecking of 


j prominent homes over a period of 
twenty years was revealed in -a pros- 
euctftr's brief filed in general sessions 
court today, when assistant district 
attorney Maloney opposed dismissal 
of indictments against George Max- 
well. 


Maxwell, president of the Society 


of American Authors, Composers and 
Musicians, was indicted following re- 
ceipt by Alan A. Ryan of anonymous 
letters describing relations of Max- 
well with Ryan's wife. It came put 
that similar letters, in each instance 
describing affairs of the musician and 
society man with the 
wife of the 


recipient, had been sent 
to 
manv 


socially prominent New Yorkers for 
two decades. All the "poison pen" 
letters had been written on the same 
old Oliver typewriter. 
. • 


Most of the victims had kept silent 


Alan A. Ryan braved exposure of the 
scurrilous charges against his wife 
and forced prosecution of Maxwell, 
expressing complete faith 
in Mrs. 


Ryan's innocence. The case, heard In 
secret dragged before a grand jury 
many prominent 
personages, 
and 


others fled the city to escape the 


necessity of testifying. 


According to the brief^filed today 


Mrs. 
Ryan had been intimate with 


Maxwell over a considerable period of 
time, both in this country and in 
Europe. 


The procedure by which, according 


to the assistant district 
attorney, 


Maxwell finally sought to rid himself 
of Mrs. Ryan was similar to ithat he 
pursued in each of the other alleged 
Instances wheer he had betrayed a 
wife of a friend. 


Alan A. Ryon received a "poison 


pen" letter; then others. They were 
bas<jd, like most of the others sent 
thru society circles In recent years, 
on the. famous court letters of Ber- 
lin of 1900. These were written by 
the Baron von Eolze. When appre- 
hended he protested he himself had 
received "poison letters." -This has, 
been Maxwell's defense. 


The prosecutor's 
brief 
charges 


that Maxwell, each time he tired ^pf 
a paramour, wrote letters to hus- 
band or relatives describing his af- 
fair with the won»n. Carbon copies 
of these letters weer sent to Mrs. 
Maxwell and an attorney would ap- 
roach her asking if she "would con- 
sider action for divorce.

Testimony in Hearing on Receiver- 


ship a Revelation to Stockhold- 


ers of Three Interlock- 


ing Companies. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July, 24.— 


Hearings in the case of R. L. Dollings 
company, of 
Pennsylvania, which 


stockholders have requested be placed 
in the 
hands of a receiver, will be 


resumed in the federal district court 
tomorrow. 


A large crowd of stockholders at- 


tended the opening hearings yester- 
day and listened in amazement to the 
financial exploits of the three R. L. 
Dollings companies, revealed in the 
testimony. It was charged that the 
stocks 
of the 
corporations were 


pyramided and the capitalization of 
the small industrial corporations in 
which they had obtained an interest, 
some times quadrupled, also that 
hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
"scoop shoveled" from their treasuries 
into "bottle fed subsidiaries.'' 


Mont Leakey, a vice president of 


the Dollings company admitted that 
the corporation had advanced money 
to subsidiaries in 
Pennsylvania to 


pay dividends to their stockholders 
and that officers of these concerns 
felt no obligations to repay the loans 
unless their companies 
earned suf- 


ficient profits to declare dividends. 


The maze of testimony was so com- 


plicated that Judge Dickinson was un- 
able to render a decision yesterday 
and continued the case until Wednes- 
day morning. He admitted, however, 
that there "seemed to be no escape 
from the appointment of a receiver."! 


COLUMBUS, O., July 24.—Criminal 


and civil action against officers of the 
R. L. Dollings Company, fiscal brokers, 
now in the hands of a committee of 
receivers was discussed by a score of 
the companies 80,000 stockholders 
meeting her today. 


Dollings officials, according to the

Major General Wood away from the 


Three yeggs who made an unsucces- 


sful raid on a bank at Beaver Cross- 
ing last Thursday are believed to be in 
or near Wichita, Kas. The Essex car 
stolen from a farm near Greenwood 
on the night before the attempted loot- 
ing, has been recovered by the Wichita 
police. Notification reached the Lin- 
coln Essex agency by wire Tuesday 
morning. Law enforcement headquar- 
ters was informed and state sheriff 
Tom Carroll proceeded immediately to 
get in touch with the Kansas author- 
ities. The initial wire gav no particu- 
lars beyond the fact that the car was 
found. The state sheriff wire for full 
particulars as to whether or not men 
were being held. 


There is not so much as a lingering 


doubt in the minds of officials but that 
the recovered car is the bandit car. 
Miss Helen Boss, cashier of the Bea- 
ver Crossing bank and lone occupant 
when the yeggs entered, declared that 
it was a dark Essex touring car with a 
twenty dash number that sped fur- 
yiously from the bank, the number of 
the Esex stolen from the H. B. Sch- 
roeder farm, 3 1-2 miles southeast of 
Greenwood, was 20-2124. 


How the bandit trio made a success- 


ful run thru the human

down the border, is something of a 
mystery. Here was an instance when 
officers were on the job within a few 
minutes after the bank job fizzled.

The action, if commenced, will be 


based upon the state law of 1919, 
drawn by Judge J. H. Broady of Lin- 
coln who was then attorney for the 
farmers' Union. 


The Omaha grain exchange at that 


time contended thru H. T. Clark its 
attorney, that admission of coopera- 
tive concerns to the exchange would 
violate a vital rule of the exchange, 
a rule against rebating, and that to 
admit such companies would end com- 
petition for all grain would be con- 
signed to the one farmers organiza- 
tion. Because most co-operative com- 
panies 
distribute a dividend 
to 


their members upon a 
patronage 


basis, this was deemed by the ex- 
change as rebating something which 
exchange members are forbidden to 
do. 


The Broady law provides that grain 


exchanges are public markets, open 
to all who care to trade or exchange 
commodities and that such markets 
shall not be closed to co-operative as- 
sociations or others who comply with 
reasonable rules, and the 
law 
de- 


clared unreasonable any rule which 
seeks to interefere with the laws of

In his role as Ottoman spokesman for 
a long time held up proceedings of 
the Lausanne conference, finally has 
been asssitfid by the conciliatory at- 
tit»de of the allies to make conces- 
sions on his own part that permit the 
treaty to be completed and signed. 
A plenary session witnessed the cer- 
emony. 


By the signing of the Turkish treaty 


at Lausanne today Turkey has been 
given a new lease of life as an 
oriental power. Kemal Pasha has r» 
ceived 6«ch concessions 
from 
the 


allies as will permit the Angora gov- 
ernment to demonstrate whether it 
can modernize the Ottoman empire 
In Asia Minor, after the failure of the 
Turks to do so in Europe during the 
entire period of modern history. 


Under the Lausanne treaty 
the 


principal privileges gained 
by

Turks are the right 
to 
administer 


Justice upon foreigners in their own 
way and to 
govern the 
Christian 


minorities in the empire without in- 
terference by the western powers. 


Turkey's 
sovereignty 
in

Thrace, taken away from her by the 
•world war peace treaty, is reaffirmed. 


Several other important disputed 


points are left for future settlement 
These inclade the status of pre-war 
and post-war oil concessions 
and 


rectification 
of, the Mosul frontier. 


The Turks have won back part of 


their world war losses by skilfull 
diplomacy at Lausanne, but it is an 
error to believe that the Mohamme- 
dans have gained a great victory at 
the expense of the Christian nations. 


The fundamental desire of uErope 


Is to have peace and order maintained 
in Asia Minor so that the vast wealth 
there can be profitably developed. 


The Turks have now received a 


warrant from the powers to take over 
practically full control of their Asiatic 
territory and make it fit for exploi- 
tation by western capital. 
The Turks are rejoicing at their 


gains; but to win their new freedom 
they have had to abandon Constanti- 
nople as their capitol and have moved 
far inland Into Asia. Their European 
ambitions, Ore centuries old have 
been cmshe* despite their small re- 
covery in Thrace. This is best dem- 
onstrated by the fact that the Dar- 
danelles henceforth will not be for- 
feited. 
If the new concessions for 
self- 


government granted at Lausanne do 
not confer benefits on Asia Minor, 
they will not last.

"Now 
as to the second objection—

non-stop boulevard 


traffic rule or the designation of cer- 
tain srteets as boulevards for thru 
traffic, would be handled the same 
as the two hour parking regulation.

"As to third objection—speed. They

present arrangement. 


"The fourth objection is that trans- 


ients '.would not have full and com- 
plete knowledge of the system.

WTMORE, Neb., July 23.—Thron- 


ing Is well started in Gage county.

MEN AND THINGS. 


Suppose that the campaign to buy and warehouse a 


thousand bushels of wheat will have the effect, by 
•withholding it from the cash market, to raise the price 
of wheat 
Then after the price of wheat has 
been 


raised the holders of it naturally will sell. Will Che 
farmers who see these well-meaning friends of theirs 
pocket a neat profit on the deal ever be- convinced that 
it was not a scheme from the very inception and that 
the men who bought the wheat had inside information? 
The buyers of the thousand bushel lots will need a lot 
of time to thoroly explain the matter. 


The people of the North Platte valley are vigorously 


protesting against a recent ruling of the federal land 
bank that it will make no loans in that section for the 
reason that 'some of those to whom it made loans a 
year ago did not make their agreed payments. This 
sounds so unreasonable a ruling that one wonders if it 
is not a misinterpretation by bank officials of rules 
made at Washington. We are aware that government 
depaitments have a tendency to become bureaucratic, 
and that in their operation they follow a routine so 
rigidly prescribed by law that the result is now and 
then ridiculous in character. The ruling complained of 
is so contrary to ordinary sound business practice by 
mortgage companies that the protest is justified. 


The imitation third party that met recently 
a« 


Chicago adopted a short platform, ten planks in all, but 
one of which has any chance of being translated inter 
law during this generation. One reason is that it was 
purely a class declaration. The enactment of each of 
these planks into law would help labor at the expense 
of capital. This might be justified on the ground tha* 
capital has enacted a good many laws at the expense 
of labor, but it is the latter condition against which 
just men have rebelled. The American ideal of govern- 
ment is that which holds the scales in equal balance- 
The basic principle is equal rights to all; special privil- 
eges to none. The remedy for our economic ills does 
not consist in changing m'edicinps; but in healthy ex- 
ercise of the sort indicated. 


The radical mind always mns true to form, just as 


does the conservative mind. A group of capitalists, no 
matter how divergent may be their minds at the begin 
ning, will eventually compromise on something. A group 
of radicals, no matter how much they agree in the 
beginning, will always fight and split before they break 
up their meeting. 
What's the explanation? Nobody 


can deny to most radicals who spend time and money 
in fighting for their principles, in organization 
and 


other forms of labor, a real sense of public obligation 
and a real desire to accomplish something. Is it be- 
cause the radical mind is essentially destructive, and 
cannot apply itself sensibly and sanely to the tasks of 
reconstruction? 


Senator Brooknart comes home from Europe secure 


in the conviction that the soviet government is the 
most secure government in the world save that of the 
United States. The senator having an inherent liking 
for the kind of government Russia is getting is about 
as poor a judge of it as would be that of a Wall street 
banker, who inherently hates it. In the meanwhile those 
of us who have a little material with which to do our 
own thinking will cling to the belief that no government 
resting on cruelty, injustice and tyranny is secure for 
a minute. 


The Washington correspondents have finally got 


around to the point where they are willing to admit 
that the president will ask for a renomination in the 
way in which presidents signify their desires along thai 
line. To have done this earlier would have deprived 
them of many columns of interesting speculation and 
thus have forced them to go out in seach of other 
things to write about One of the interesting sights in 
Lincoln in the days when W. J. Bryan was young and 
running for president was that of the metropolitan 
newspaper correspondents who came here to report 
what he said and did. Most of them were quite sure 
they were important individuals, and while when they 
unbent they were as genial as could be" desired, they 
did not make any determined or long-sustained effort to 
conceal the fact that they were journalistic top-nolch- 
ers. 


As the walls of the new capitol go up it Is easy to 


see that without the addition of surrounding city prop- 
erty to the statehouse site the building will not develop 
its greatest beauty. The walls come so comparatively 
close to the adjacent street that it is certain to lose 
in its -effectiveness unless the city does something 
about it 
It was not given to the pioneers who set 


apart four blocks as an ample provision for future 
growth to visualize the size of the city that was to 
surround it And that's the pit of it.
